NEW CAFE CARS TO BE PUT ON
D.. L. & W. ROAD,

They Arrived in the City Yesterday
and Were Inspected by a Number
of Persons at the Bhops—Descrip-
tion of the Cars—Make-up of the
D, L & W. Board for Today.
Order That Has Been Issued to
Passenger Conductors—Other Mat-
ters of Interest.

Two of the most elegantly equipped
and finlshed cafe carg over brought
Into serviee will be placed on the main
Iine of the Delaware, Lackawanna and
Western rallroad today between IHo
boken and Buftido, They areived in
thig ety sesterday and weps inspecicd
at the car shopg by the local ywlckals,
newspaper men and several aerilemen
interested in their construction.  The
cars were built by Barney, 2mith &
*a,, of Dayton, Ohlo, and are the finest
ever turned out of that fumous plant,

The outslde finish is in keeplng with
the style of all the Lackawannoa's
first clags rolling stock, being polnted
an ollve green, with gllt lettering. On
elther end vestibuled platforms  are
built, one of which ean be used for
observatlon. The steps are coveroed
with traps, giving floor spaee the width
of the ear. A rubber shield ¢an be
drawn from beiween the casings on the
rear to protect the gight-seer from
the dust which follows in the wake
of the traln. The windows in the
doors and rear frame are sufficiently
Jarge to afford a splendid view of scen-
ery along the line. Rachet brakes are
aleo provided as safety appliances,

INTERIOR OF CAIL

Entering the cars from the ohserva-
tion end the passenger walks into an
fnner vestibule, where on the right sgide
is encloged Gold's duplex double coil
sealed Jet aceelerator svstem of car
heating, which is only usged in cave of
an emergency, the ear being heated by

steam, On the left side there is wine
elosets, with  corrugated shelves  to
prevent the  bottles  from  breaking.

Sufficlent space = also regerved within
the clogets for fee.  Adjoining the heat-
i apparatus there & a German silver-
mounted warh stand and water cooler,
This apartment is pavtitioned off from
the muin portion of the dining aparet-

The chalrs
are upholstered in leather with high
backs and open sides, ‘The curs are
0 feet long over insills, and the inter-
jor finish is entirely in mahogany. The
woodwork Is artistieally  inlaid  with
white mahogany, veld satin woedd, Eng-
Ysh walnut and tullp leaf, magking an
harmonious and perfectly=blendisd enl-
oring, The celling I1s also finished in
heeping with  the other decorations,
The wide paneled windows are hung
with olive groon silk curtnins and abhove
them are stationod ventllntors with
bhrags gratings,

FLECTRICAL APPLIANCESR,

The electrical applianess dre perfoet.
Call buttons are placed at caeh table
und on elther end of the car, Thoere
are thirty-five Incandescent lamps and
two electric fan motors. The genera-
tor, located on the truck, I8 driven by
o friction pulley from the axle, and
when the car attains a gpecd.of twelve
mileg an hour an automatie switeh
hoard connects the generator with the
Hghting mains and storage battery

This will gtore up energy in the bat-
tery sutlicient 1o Heht the car while
standing =t When the speed of the
car falle below twelve miles an hour
the generntor civeuit s automatically

thrown off, leaving the hattery to
lght the car. The system Was sup-
nlled by the Eeoirle Axle Light and

Power company, of New York, and
wal operated yesterday by J. DL,
Dunean, from the Broadway headogumnr-
ters. This system I8 belng extended to
supply refrigerator cors, utilizing valu-
able space heretofore used for storing
fee. In case of accldent the car can
be lighted from the adjoining car.
Betwean the dining apartment and
the puntry there is a frult closet, china
cloget and llnen recoptacles.  The
china closet Is mounted by u magnifl-
coent colored glass dome and the doors
are inlald with beveled plate glass and
draped with olive green silk curtains,

Behind the china closet Is the pantry,
finikhed in mahogany, with coppers
covered sinks and hot and cold water
fixtures, ‘The Interior iz compactly
arranged with lce chests, cupboards,
drawera and other appliances for quick
service.
